savs County Farm Advisor Walworth. 
"They seem to be worse in the north- 
west corner of the county than in the 
south part which was woist infected 
last year. The only new thing about 
them is that many of them this 3ear 
were hatched out in the corn fields 
In this case nothing can be done to 
fight them. Barriers are of course of 
no avail because they 
are already 


there and on the job 
Barriers are 


effective when they start to migrate 
in large numbers from wheat fields 
Into adjacent corn fields 


ONLY EFFECTIVE WAT. 


"The only really effective way to 


combat chinch bugs Is to fight them 
with crops. Plant crops that chinch 
bugs won't eat. 
The chief food of 


the chinch bugs is the grass family— 
wheat, corn and othor grains and they 
are especially fond of millet 
They 


will 
not 
eat 
the legrumes. 
They 


will not eat soy beans, cow peas or 
other similar plants 
It is an easy 


thing to say, fight chinch bugs with 
crops, but It is not an easy thing to 
quit raising the chief money crops 
of the prairie belt 
But something 


of that kind will have to be done to 
exterminate the chinch bugs 


MUCH CREOSOTE COMING. 


One firm in Decatur has put out 


four big car loads of creosote to be 
used 
as 
barriers 
against chinch 


bugs. It Is noticed that this year 
cars come loaded with from eighty 
to one hundred barrels. Last year 
seventy was the average 
The four 


cars sold this year are equal to six 
of the eight cars disposed of last 
jear. 


The Decatur Railway S. Light com- 


pany has disposed of large quantities 
o£ co^l tar from its gas plant to be 
used fighting the bugs

U. of I. Class Notes Changes

vises farmers to pull or cut weeds 
in grain before threshin- that they 
may save themselves the extra labor 
of cleaning the grain after harvest 


"In the work of weed control I 


find there is a tendency on the part 
of many farmers to neglect their 
weeds and this neglect la not con- 
fined to the common weeds which 
are 
so plentiful in pastures, along 


fonco lows, roadsides and in waste 
places," Mr Wilson said 


FIELDS INFESTED. 


"At present you. can see oat and 


olover fields very 
badly 
Infested 


with noxious weeds, such as curled 
dock, milk weed .sticky cockle, ox- 
eje daisy, and 
Canada 
thistles 


Where they appear in oat fields, the 
farmer should cut off the tops or 
dig out the Individual plants now 
before the grain is ripe, thus pre- 
venting these weeds from producing 
seed 


It is true that many fields of 


clover will be cut for hay Instead of 
for seed but unless the weeds are 
destroyed 
they 
will 
mature seed 


which can be spread all over the

"(Vail street. New York. J-uiy 1.—The 


principal point of interest in the mar- 
ket today was the attitude which Wall 
street \vas to take toward the railway 
strike news. 
Had an eleventh hour 


settlement 
been 
seriously counted 


.upon, the failure to prevent the walk- 
out of the shopmen might have had 
ail adverse effect. 
But as it was, not 


even the railway shares showed the 
least concern. 


A number of industrial specialties 


were Lid ip for reasons relating tc 
their individual property. 
Railroad 


stocks merely hung fire, with little 
change either way, but with more 
gains than losses. As it was to be ex- 
pected with the holiday for many of 
the Wall street regulars already be- 
gun, business was very small. 


CALLED BAD MOVE. 


The conviction that the shopmen's 


strike would amount to little was 
strengthened by the action of the 
union heads in refusing to come into 
Friday's conference with the labor 
board. From a labor standpoint, this 
was regarded in Wall street circles 
as an exceedingly bad move. 


It -was felt it put the unions in the 


position of flouting the government 
agency set up for the straightening 
out of railway labor disputes and 
meant that the strikers would have 
the administration at 
Washington 


against them as well as the great 
body o£ public sentiment. A strike 
under such circumstances as these 
has never succeeded, and it is hardly 
likely to now. 


MARKS AGAIN WEAK. 


German marks were again 
very 


weak, making- a new low of 24 S-4. On 
the other hand it was even more true 
than on the previous flay that the 
other exchanges were not affected. 
French francs above 8.42 compared 
with their recent low of S:30. Sterl- 
ing above 54.42 was up over four 
cents from the low of a week ago. 
Heavy' buying and advancing prices 
in General Motors was one of the 
few episodes of the day on the stock 
exchange. The main point about this 
movement was that it should have oc- 
curred despite the talk of price cut- 
ting by some of the automobile com- 
panies. Evidently if these cuts come 
they will be small and unimportant. 
Copper shares did rather better than 
they have been doing recently. 
The 


rise in specialties like Coca Cola and 
American Ship and 
Commerce 
was 


wholly due to considerations of their 
individual company earnings. 
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BUSINESS IMPROVING. 


New York, July 1.—The end o.f the 


half 
year 
finds 
business moving 


steadily along at a winning pace. 
That pace nill be increased as the 
year goes on. Business shows no 
signs of flagging. But whether busi- 
ness finishes 1922 a winner or trails 
as a loser depends largely on the 
way it Is guided. If its impetus is 
not checked by avoidable obstacles 
or wasted in ill-cansidered spurts, a 
successful year seems assured. 


RATE CDTS IN EFFECT. 


Today the long-awaited reduction 


in freight rates went into effect. Im- 
mediately after the holiday a Mg In- 
crease in buying, production and dis- 
tribution may b» expected. Buyers In 
every line all over the country have 
held off to take advantage of the re- 
duction in transportation costs. Their 
needs have multiplied 
and orders 


have piled up. These orders will be 
released in a flood the first part of 
this month and8>td fair to keep pro- 
ducers, 
manufacturers, wholesalers 


and 
distributors working at 
top 


speed to fill them. 


PREDICT NORMALCr. 


After those orders have been fill- 


ed, however, those closest in touch 
with industrial and commercial af- 
fairs count upon business settling 
down to the steady, healthy, consis- 
tent progress which has marked its 
course 
throughout 
the 
first 
six 


months of the year. No boom is In 
sight. Conditions, as shown by busi- 
ness dispatches received from 
all 


sections of tha country within the 
-last twenty-four hours, do not war- 
rant one. There is no indication of 
any period of swollen profits. It will 
continue to be a year of quick turn- 
overs, keen competition, close prices 
and small, safe profits. 


THREE DANGERS. 


The sureness of these profits seem 


threatened by but three dangers. The 
first Is the continuation or spread of 
labor disputes, which menace pro- 
duction and distribution. The other 


is reflation — t h e 
temptation — in 


homely phrase, to "bite off more than 
one can chew." The third Is specu- 
lation—not necessarily gambling in 
stocks and bonds and speculation in 
goods, 
materials, 
commodities 
or 


building construction. 


NO BIG PROFITS. 


Commodities give small prospect of 


yielding extreme profits from spec- 
ulation. Grain prices are at a stage 
where they are bringing profits to 
growers, but those profits exist be- 
cause the crops this year were made 
cheaply. Improvement in the cotton 
crop condition makes the yield and 
prices will both he good, but thnt 
speculators will trarner no extraor- 
dinary prices from old holdings. The 
Peak of wool prices seems to havp 
been passed and holders who have 
held for extreme prices are no longer 
receiving top bids for their clips. 


NOT OVET!-CAUTIOUS. 


The period of over-caution, haw- 


ever, has passed, The public is buy- 
ing and has the wherewithal to pay. 
The retailer Is buying because mer- 
chants 
have 
realized 
that empty 


shelves mean lost sales. Wholesalers 
are buying- to meet more than hand- 
to-mouth demands and raw mater- 
ials are 
finding a correspondingly 


increasing market. Careful business 
men, 
however, declare that 'this wave 


of buying ma}' easily be checked by 
unwarranted inflation of prices.

CORN, SUGAR BOOM 


U. S. EXPORT TRADE 


Washington, July 
1.—Very large 


shipments of corn and sugar featured 
the export trade of the country for 
the first five months of 1922, accord- 
Ing to a survey Issued Friday night 
by the commerce department. 


Corn and wheat have 
practically 


changed positions as compared with 
the first, five months of 1821, the de- 
partment declared, corn exports be- 
ing double those for the January-May 
period of 3921.
